C. C. Paddock Shoots and In-
stantly Kills James Smith
at Goat Ranch

MEN QUARRELED OVER GOATS

Killing Takes Place Saturday
Morning Near Metcalf,
Greenlee County

It was reported here Sunday that
James Smith, & bruther of R. W
Smith, Clerk of the Suprrior Court,
had been shot and killed ncvar Mer
ealf.

The Copper Era gives the follow-
lnq account of the killing:

‘Word reached Sheriff Patty early
Saturday morning, May 2d, telling
of n killing which occured at a goat
ranch about five miles north of Met-
calf,

“The assailant was C. C. Paddock,
aged sixty, and an old resident of
that section. The man killed was
Jim Smith, an employee and part
owner of a herd of goats, regarding
the ownership of which, a quarrel
had ensued on more than one ccea-
gion, and which culminuated in the
killing of Smith by Paddock Satur-
day morning, May 2d, between T:00
and 8:00 o'clock.

“The first word of the killing
reached Metcalf officers from the
lips of Paddock himself, who walked
into Metcaif shortlyafier nine o'clock
and stated to Constable Geo. Burk
ner that he had shot and killed Jim
Smith at his ranch that morning and
had come in to give himself up.
Paddock added that the shooting
was done in self-defense, Burkner
accompanied Paddock to the room
of Deputy Sheriff Holland Bass,
where he was held on Saturday pend
ing an investigation by Coroner
Burns.

“It is claimed that there were
three witnesses to the tragedy, two
Mexican herders and Mike Leahy,
well known in this section, who was
temporarily staying at the ranch.

“'A story told by one of the wit-
nesses who arrived in Metealf from
the ranch after Paddock gave him.
self up, is to the effect that Smith
entered the goat corral about eight
o'clock Saturday morning and be
gan cutting out a bunch of goats
from the herd. Raddock appeared
and demanded of Smith whose goats
he was cutting out. Smith replied
that he was taking only the goats
which belonged to him, whereupon
Paddock, covered him with his rifle,
and saying ''Like h-ll, you are, you
——— " fired, dropping Smith to

the ;

“Mike Leahy, who went to the
fallen man, informed Paddock that
he had killed Smith and Paddock
immediately left for Meteslf,"”

The coroner's inquest brought out
the fact that Smith and Paddock
owned the goats jointly, and that
Smith started to cut out about
thirty of the guats, his property,
for the purpose of making a sale to
pay & store bill, when Paddock ap-
peared on the and asked him
what he was 8.

Smith replied that he was cutting
out some of his own goats, when
Paddock stepped over the fence,
saying, "'Like h—I, you are," and
covered Smith with his gun, One
of the Mexicans helping Smith, called
out to him, “Look out, Jim," and
before Jim could turn, Paddock
fired, the shot killing Smith instantly.

There were three eve witnesses,
the two Mexicans and Mike Leahy,
who declared thet it was cold blood-
ed murder.

The coroner's jury brought ina
verdict that Smith came to his
death by & gun shot wound at the
hands of C. C. Paddock.

Paddock was bound over without
bail and he waived his preliminary
hearing.

' FOX WOMEN VOTERS

Extracts from United States
Laws Applicable to Regis-
tration of Women

Here are extracts from the United
States nalaralization laws applicable
to the registration of women voters:

In view of the fact that the ex-|
tension of the right of suffrage to
women in Arizona, and many of the
states, has emphasized the neeessity
for ascertaining definitely the citizen-
ship status of women, the following
provigions of the naturalization laws
of the United States applicable to
women my prove of some interest
to the fair sex, registering officers
and others concerned:

Act of March 2, 1907

Section 3. That any American
woman who marries a foreigner shall
take the nationality of her hushand.
At the termination of the marital re
lation she may resume hér American
citizenship (if abroad, by registering
asan American citizen within one year
with a consul of the United States,
or if residing in. the United States
at termination of the marital rela-
pio;a. by continuing to reside there
in. i

Section 199, United States Re-
vised Statutes.—Any woman who is
now or may hereafter be married to
a citizen of the United States and
who might herself be lawfully naturs.
alized, shall be deemed a citizen,

Act of March 2, 1907

Section 4. That any foreign wo
man who acquires American citizen-
ship by marriage to an American
shall be assumed to retain the same
after the termination of marital re-
Iation if she continues to reside in
the United States, unless she make
formal renunciation thereof before
a court having jurisdiction to natura-
lize aliens, or if she resides abroad
she may retain her citizenship by
registering a8 such before a United
States consul within one vear after
the termination of such marital re-

lation.
More Information

It may also be stated that it has
been judieially held that & woman
during the macital relation cannot
become naturalized. This decision
is followed generally throughout
the United States.

Naturalization papers may legally
be filed by any woman unmarried,
who. is otherwise qualified, or the
widow of a foreign person not natur-
ulized.

It is also pointed out that persons
who have merely filed their declara-
tion of intention to become citizens
and have received their first papers
are not eligible for registration. And
those persons who have been natur-
alized and given their final papers
must present them to the register-
ing officer before their names can
be entered on the rolls.
